MET AT MONH 

When Mrs. Murdoch took the stand 
and calmly recited the story of her 
meeting with the accused, then a sol¬ 
dier In the British army at Mona at the 
time of the armistice, several women 
In the galleries wept and the court list¬ 
ened to every word of her simple story. 

Even at that time. Mrs. Murdoch 
testified, her husband was In a highly 
nervous state, and referred to the 
obsession that everyone was against 
him. She told of their marriage in 
England and Murdoch's unsuccessful 
attempts to secure work In Scotland, 
near his birth plsoe. Subsequently, 
she said, he was placed on the Metro¬ 
politan Polios foroe of London, but re¬ 
mained only a short time there, later 
coming to Canada, where he joined 
the Mounted Police. 

NUMEROUS MOVES 

Prom that time witness testified 
their life was a succession of moves 
from one place to another, even to Neve 
Zealand, but in each case Murdoch’s 
appointments were short lived and he 
always gave ae the reason for his dis¬ 
missal that hla secret had been learned 
and officials had turned against him. 
This obsession had become so strong. 
Mm. Murdoch testified, that her hus¬ 
band even believed the Prime Minister 
of Canada shared the general antipathy 
which he oelleved all men held for Mm. 

A eer'ee of letters typewritten and 
addressed to Jean Nolan were Identi¬ 
fied by Mm. Murdoch ae having been 
signed by her husband. 

Rev A. K. McMinn. pastor at 
Kelowna, testified as to the nervous 
state of Murdoch In the weeks preced¬ 
ing the fetal shooting of Miss Nolan. 
This nervous condition., Mr McMinn 
said, had become heightened since an 
affair which had resulted in trouble 
between Murdoch and a former con¬ 
stable. Subsequent to that affairs Mr 
McMinn declared Murdoch s conversa¬ 
tion bad become Incoherent, sod was 
at'tlmss impossible to follow. 

Many conversations were inter¬ 
rupted. Mr McMinn said, by Murdoch’# 
cry of. ’Oh. they crucified me—they 
crucified me."
